SUBJECTt Project Resistance

1. The project described below is designated "Project Resistance 0

2. On 7 December 1967, the Director of Security advised the C/SRS 
and the writer of the desire of the Deputy Director, Support, for- a study 
of th8 student movement in the United States. The D/OS indicated the DD/S 
wished to brief the writer on vhat he desired from the study. 

3* The same date, the DD/S briefed the writer on ths desired content 
of the study. He indicated that he has been deluged with clippings and * 
memoranda relating to confrontations with students on university campuses. 
j| Each of these has been a one-shot exposure and does not form an over-all 
picture of vhat is happening. He indicated he desiru3 a study be made, 
using a scholarly approach and in the form of an OCI or DD/I type summary," 
to analyse the "sense of the movement* 1 , the "sense of student organizations,” 
with a review of campus developments and a summation of them. He stated that 
he wished OS to get all the clippings on campus protests, probably using the 
material assembled by ‘as a research base. 

Ii. Among the matters he desires covered are: 

■♦where there has been a confrontation against recruiters, etc. 

■♦the number of campuses affected 

♦geographic concentration of disturbances, areas of heavy and of 
light concentration 

♦identity of the organizations which are participating 
♦a judgement of the activists involved, and the ability of the 
activists to exert influence on other students to attract then 
as followers; evaluation of. the 'campus percentage strength, of 
those influenced •• - 

5. The DD/S indicated'* that he had observed a transition taking place 
in the student protest movement. During the late fall of 1966 and the spring 
of 1957 h9 noted the demonstration to be loosely put together. During the 
summer he noted no confrontation type activities. Tet in the fall the demon¬ 
strations showed a sense of organization, central direction, commonality of 
demonstrations and techniques, common or repeated phraseology in literature 
and materials. In essence: organization. The impression, he notsd, becarrs 
meat evident in the demonstrations against ths Secratary of State, when fh3 
student demonstrators produced bull horzrts, marshals, platoon leaders, mobile 
sagments, etc. He is most concerned about this development. 

6. The DD/S indicated that he oaes the participants in thrse“xategor±e3: 
•Its activist protestor; those willing to protest by participating iu- rallies and 
fdekating who will ‘not become activists; £nd the large group of thosa who .gather 

aa curiosity seekers vfao may bs influenced or |^?spt ±rrto-4ha movement through 
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cp^.’psychology. . ' ... 

7* Ho Indicated he wished to know tho psychology and cormitieerrt of 
the group, with the causes of protest separated oat, such as tho Vietnam 
cjpaflict, tho draft, pro-Cocnraniot ideology, etc. In essences the difforent 
purposes of tho components of tho popular pro'test front. Ho desires to 
knew the causes of tho student unrest and protest which to date appear 
undefined, the concern about personal and national security and tha personal 
insecurity. He de3iras a serious study in this area. 

8. He wishes to know of the learning experience of the protest groups. 
Ho recalled that the Hew York Tines recently included interviews of SIS 
mashers in Hew York City vh'o. claimed to have studied and leamad fro a the.-- . 
tactics of the FRC7CS. (The writer noted that tho Zengakuren influencs 

ban also been reported in tho National Guardian. ) . \ • 

9. Ho stated that he does not want a series of memos of the naturo 

of "John Doe, born such and such a date, affiliated with the blank organ!- * 
nation cited as subversive pursuant to EO lCii50. n Ha wants ths study to 
ba more analytical. He indicated there vras no need to concern ourselves 
ud^th the activities of the U.S. National Student Association prior to 
the severing of .ties with this Agency, but rather with ths developments 
oinee that tiro. . • 

10. Tho DD/S indicated that OS should get. together a group, each, 
person of which w ill work on an area of the problem. He indicated that 
what ha has in mind will take a group to put together. He indicated OS 
rihould ask OCI for assistance in getting tho material together. 

11. The DD/S indicated that he wished to ba advised when wo can 

expect to complete the study as 3oon as va have examined the natter and. 
determined what what it will take. • • 


12. Tha writer briefed tho C/SRS and the D/03 on the DD/S» reeuirenaats.
